brought about by the sinking of 
the British steamship Persia, with 
the loss of at least one American 
life. ine situation is regarded in 


official circles.as being the most | 


serious to confront this govern- 
ment since the submarine opera- 
tions of the central powers began. 
The President will probably lay 
the facts thus far established be- 
fore his cabinet tomorrow. The 
destruction of the Persia following 
closely upon the crisis percipitat- 
ed by the Ancona disaster, may 
result in the United States deter- 
mining to settle immediately all 
the questions involved in the syb- 
marine warfare. The syhbject is 
expected to find its way to the 
floor of the House and Senate 
tomorrow when Congress recon- 
venes after the holidays. 
President Wilson decided to cut 
short his honeymoon and return 
to the capital at once after tele- 
phone conferences with Secretary 
Lansing and Mr. Tumulty, his. pri- 
vate secretary. It was found, 
howeyer, that he could not con- 
veniently start until 8:45 tonight. 
The United States is represent- 
ed tonight as being prepared and 
determined to take any action that 
the facts concerning the Persia, 
yet to be established, may war- 
rant.

Storm Damages

In replacing that loss the L. & N. had to take the 
amount of money required from its comparatively 
small percentage of earnings. 
borne in mind that these earnings are fixed by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and the various 
Railroad Commissions, and only an average sum is al- 
lowed for repairs and replacements, whereas this storm 
wrought far more than the average havoc. 


The L. & N. writes of these things to illustrate the 
many. disadvantages under which a modern railroad 
is operated, particularly in the matter of finance.

dred thousand dollars of five per cent 
coupon bonds in denomination of five 
hundred dollars each which shall 
not be sold for less thap par, the in- 
terest payable semi-annually and the 
principal of which to be due and pay- 


able as follows: 


Ten per cent of said bond issue 
shall be due and payable January 1, 
1920, and ten per.cent each first of 
January following until the entire is- 
sue shall be retired. The proceeds 
from the sale of said bonds shall be 
used for the purpose of paying the 
present outstanding obligations of the 
State and any surplus shall be paid 


into the general fund.’ 


Section 2. (As amended by an act 
approved Sept. 17, 1915) That there 
ghall be and there is hereby ordered 
to be held an election by the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama on the 
18th day of January, 1916, to vote on 
the proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State, which election 
shail be held under the laws and reg: 
ulations prescribed for the holding of 
general elections in; this State, and the 
‘Governor of the State shall by proc- 

' lamation give notice of such election 
with a copy of the proposed amend- 
ment in similar manner as notices and 
proclamations are required tofhe giv: 
en for general elections ahd shall 
cause the same to be published once 
a week for eight consecutive weeks 
next preceding the election in @ news- 
paper published in each county of the 
State in which a newspaper is pub 
lished, and in counties where no news: 
paper is published the same shall be 
posted at the court house door in said 
county not less than eight weeks be 


fore said elections.” 7

“In the above is shown a hog house 


which can be built very easily and 
cheaply. It is a portable “A” house. 
built by 1 by 12 inch plank with the 
cracks covered with batten. It is open 
in front and should be placed facing 
the south. The floor is 8 feet wide and | 
6 fee} from front to back, and is nailed 
to three runners or skids. 


“A large hole can be bored through 


the front end of the outer skids 80 
that a chain can be fastened to them 
to facilitate moving the house by the 
use of a team. A piece of 2 by 4 
inch material is nailed on the outer 
edges of the top of floor to prevent 

the house from spreading at the bot- 
tom. 

“Rach side of the house is made of ‘ 
pieces of 1 by 12 inch plank 8 feet 
long, nailed to a piece of 2 by 4 lying 
flat about 9 inches from the top of 
the plank, another about 3 1-2 feet from 
the top, and a piece of 2 by 8 nailed 
edgewise about 11 inches from the bot. 
tom. This should be braced at each 
end of the underside by. a right-angle 
block of 2: by 8 inch material nailed to 
the rail and to the side of the house. 
The long piece of 2 by 8 wili act as a 
‘guard: under which the young pigs 
may take shelter when the sow lies 
down. This will save many pigs from 
being crushed to death. 


“The back of the house fits between 


the two sides in a groove made by 
nailing two pieces of 1 by 11-2 inch 
material lengthwise on the inner side 
of each side of the house. The house 
is then “set up” on the floor and the 
sides held together by nailing a short 
piece of 1 by 6 inch plank across the 
front and back of the house about 11-2 
feet below the top, This will prevent 
it from being blown down. A saddle |, 
board made by nailing two pieces of 1 
by 6 inch plank together can then be 
put over the ridge of the house to keep 
out rain. 


“A house built thus can be moved on 


the skids or can be taken down by re- 
moving the 1 by 6 inch brace from the. 
front and back of the house. 


“For use on, sandy land, a floor is 


not necessary. One skid may be 
omitted and the other. two turned 
crosswise to give ‘support’ and pre- 
vent the house from spréading at the 
bottom.” i

“This being true, the loan 
should take the form that will probably 
bear the lowest interest, that will be 
easiest paid, and that will not be a con- 
stant cause of anxiety to those who 
serve the State, to its worthy pension- 
ers, and to those~who from necessity 
live onits revenues. Short-time bonds, 
such as are provided for in the act an- 
swer allthese questions.’’ 

Speaker Carmichael did not under- 
take to apportion the wrong in the ac- 
cumulation of the large indebtedness, 
but said the State had received value 
for a large per cent of the money. In 
concluding his statement he declared : 
“Our plain duty is to pay it with as lit- 
tle delay, sacrifice and embarrassment 
as possible. In my opinion, this can 
best be done by the issuance of bonds, 
By this lesson we shall prevent the re- 
currence of a like condition in the 
State’s finances.” 


HURIATE OF POTASH 
NOW WORTH $50 | 
SAGK INSTEAD OF $5 


Augusta, Jan. 5.—Instead of be- 
ing worth $4 or $5 a sack, like it 
was two years ago, muriate of pot- 
ash, one,of the most important 
elements in the manufacture of 
commercial fertilizer, is now bring- 
ing $40 to $50 a sack, a ton of it 
being worth easily $500.00, accord- 
ing to authorative information. 

Farmers who perchance have a 
few sacks stored away in a shed 
or barn will find themselves in 
possession of a treasure. One 
large farmerin the Augusta dis- 
trict dug up ten sacks of it from 
under some straw and rubbage 
and got $500 for bistrouble. An- 
other ten sacks of it a year ago, 
after it had gone up to $10 a sack, 
had four ieft over, and has just 
been offered $200 for the four. 

Everywhere diligeat search is 
being made for potash and where 
it can be found it is bringing any 
old price. The outlook for a sup- 
ply is most discouraging. and af 
best only a meager quantity can 
be obtained.

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How to Use Inexpensive Material. in 
Making Usable Racks.

Pieces of cordwood may be used 
in curing hay. As soon as the hay is 
raked in windrows, three pieces of 
the wood are stood on ends in such a 
way that they form a tripod and on 
them the hay is piled. They hold the 
hay open so that air can freely cir- 
culate through it and thus prevent 
molding. 

Another cheap helpful device can 
be made by standing upright in the 
ground a six or eight-foot pole on 
which are securely nailed cross-boards 
about two feet apart. The hay is 
piled up around the pole and the cross 
boards hold the hay apart so that the 
air can circulate freely through the 
stack. In this way. the hay is not éx- 
posed to sunshine and dew during 
its curing and preserves its rich pea- 
green color. : 

The Experiment Station Farm at 
Auburn has a very simple and inex- 
pensive portable rack, the material of 
which costs about 12 cents. It con- 
sists of three pieces 1x3, five feet 
long that are loosely pinned together 
about two inches from the top by a 
3-8x5 inch carriage -bolt, forming a 
tripod. Fifteen inches from the foot 
of each leg is bored a small hole 
through which hangs a three-inch loop 
made of a piece of hay wire; similar 
holes with loops of wire are placed 
fifteen inches from the top of each 
leg. Through these looped wires are 
run three horizontal poles about the 
size of a hoe handle to form a bot- 
tom floor to the tripod, and through 
the upper loops are placed three other 
poles to form a second floor. The hay 
is pushed into the frame on the first 
floor until all the space is filled; then 
it is piled on the second floor and on 
top of the tripod until the frame is 
loaded with two or three hundred 
pounds of hay. The loose hay is rak- 
ed down from the top and sides, and 
a cap made of an old ripped burlap 
sack is drawn tightly over the top of 
the hay and pinned or weighed at its 
four corners. When the hay on this 
form is properly capped, it may re- 
main in the field for several weeks 
until it is fully cured.

BY THE GOVERNOR 

Whereas, the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, at its regular session begun on 
the second Tuesday in January, 1915, 
has proposed an amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, as hereinaft- 
er set out, and has ordered an election 
to be held on January 18th, 1916, 
at which the qualified voters of the 
State shall vote to determine whether 
such proposed amendment shall be 
adopted. ; 

And, whereas, notice of- such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 


amendment, is required to be given by | _ 


proclamation by the Governor: 

Now, therefore, I Charles Hender 
son, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice by 
proclamation, in accordance with the 
provisions of an act approved July 
27th, 1915, as amended by an act ap- 
proved September 17th, 1915, that an 
election will be held on January 18, 
1916, m the manner, form and places 
required by law, at which the qualified 
voters of the State may vote upon 
the following amendment to the Con 
stitution of Alabama: 

“AN ACT 
To Amend the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama so as to permit the 
issuance of bonds for the retirement 
of the floating debt of the State. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of 

Alabama, as follows: 

Section 1. That there shall be and 
there is hereby proposed an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama to provide for the issu- 
ance of one million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars of State bonds in addi- 
tion to the outstanding bonded indebt- 
edness of the State for the purpose of 
retiring and providing for the present 
floating debt of the State of Alabama, 


which amendment shall be in 
words and figures as follows, to-wit, 


‘In addition to the present outstanding | 


bonds of the State of Alabama the 
Governor of the State is hereby au- 
thorized to issue one million five hun- 
dred thousand dollars of five per cent 
coupon bonds im denomination of five 
hundred dollars each which shall 
not be sold for less than par, the -in- 
terest payable semi-annually and the 
principal of which to be due ae p uey: 
able as follows: 

Ten per cent of said bond issue 
shall be due and payable January 1, 
1920, and ten per cent each first of 
January following until the entire is- 
sue shall be retired. The proceeds 
from the sale of said bonds shall be 
used for the purpose of paying the 
present outstanding obligations of the 
State. and any surplus shall be paid 
into the general fund.’ 


Section 2. (As amended by an act 


approved Sept. 17, 1915) That there 
shall be and there is hereby ordered 
to be held an election by the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama on the 
18th day of January, 1916, to vote on 
the proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State, which election 
shall be held under the laws and reg- 
ulations prescribed for the holding of 
general elections in this State, and the 
Governor of the State shall by proc- 
lamation give notice of such election 
with a copy of the proposed amend- 
ment in similar manner as notices and 
proclamations are required to be giv- 
en for general elections and shall 
cause the same to be published once 
a week for eight consecutive weeks 
next preceding the election in a news- 
paper published in each county of the 
State in which a newspaper is pub 
lished, and in counties where no news 
paper is published-the same shall be 
posted at the court house door in said 
county not less than eight weeks be 
fore said elections.” - 

Approved September 17, 1915.

It was allowed to 
lay onthe governor’s table until

drew their: salaries all the time, 
deficit or no deficit.. They were 
not postponed, delaved, held off 
like the poor school teacher. 


OTHER ‘EXPENDITURES. 


During the first session of the 


Legislature of 1915, one or more 
bills were introduced to abolish 
the game and fish warden’s office. 
Mr. Wallace wanted to hold his 
job, sent out distress calls over 


telephone and telegraph lines and: 


presented the bills, amounting to 
$57.71 to the governor, and they 
were paid, not held up, and _post- 
poned as the poor school teachers’ 
bill. It was no more a just charge, 


legally or morally, against the 


State treasury than a bill for a 
Chinese Mandarin’s supper in Pe- 
kin. 

‘Again after the people had spent 
$56,000 for a-mansion and home 
for the governor, Mr. Henderson 
eould spend only ore night in it 
before he called upon the Legis- 
lature for an appropriation of $2,- 
000 to repair the mansion. Then 
when the Legislature met in July 
he again asked to be reimbursed 
for still an additional amount of 
$2,234.11. Governors very nearly 
as great as any we have ever had, 
furnished their own home on 
$3,000 per anrum, and Henderson 


| can’t live in a house costing fifty- 


six thousand dollars on a salary of 
$7,500 without its being repaired 
to the cost of the people of $4.- 

234.11. ‘Ye shades of Houston! 
Again with the privat: secretary 
being paid $3,000 per annum, as 
much as we paid Houston and all 
other governors down to Jelks’ 
second term, a bill must be urged 
through and approved to make his 
salary $3,600 per annum. Who 
pussy-footed, cajoled, lobbied and 
begged for this increase in hard 
times ? 

“Some of the advocates of the 
bond issue contend that we should 
have these heavy expenditures, 
these high salaries, so as to keep 
in touch with or abreast of the 
times and not impair the efficiency 
of the officers. AS we contem- 
plate or contend for these heavy 
expenditures and these high sal- 
aries from the people’s money, 
there is another side, another 
scene or picture. It is an unpre- 
tentious home on a farm. As this 
farmer and his family, free from 
chicanery and trusting in their 
Creator, gather around their fire- 
side to spend their Christmas of 
1915, they must sadly. realize that 
they must do without many of the 


- 


Christmas luxuries of the past. 
Baby must.do without some toys. 
Son, daughter, husband and wife 
will not have some of their usual 
Christmas presents. Their homes 
and yards must go without any 
repairs or improvements, for rigid 
economy must by practiced in ev- 
ery walk of. life. Just how the 
heavy taxes are to be obtained is 
a problem for the head of the 
household. This is no imaginary 
scene or picture. There are many 
such homes in Autauga county to- 
day. In these homesare the hope 
and safety of this republic, and 
they should not be forgotten in 
the administration of our State’s 
affairs. - 

“This is a “government of the 

people, for the people and by the 
people’—they shall rule. They 
will not be crushed by extrava- 
gance and heavy taxation. They 
do not fear the threats to raise 
taxes . They intend to first reduce 
expenses before they vote to borr 
row more money. They realize 
that a bond issue is a mortgage on 
their property and their children’s 
property, and can never be paid 
unless this extravagance is stop- 
ped. These two elections, one to 
permit Birmingham to raise taxes 
and the other to raise money for 
Alabama, will cost Autauga Coun- 
ty more than $500. The expenses 
of the members-of the new equal- 
ization board of Autauga county 
as credited by the last legislation, 
if they serve their ninety days, 
will cost the county about $1,200 
and expenses. These will make a 
raise in Autauga county’s expense 
of nearly $2,000, all of which must 
come out of the taxpayers. Anda 
threat is made to raise taxes if 
more money is_ not’ furnished. 
Taxes may be equalized in some 
cases, but The Progress does not 
believe that this newly created and 
appointed board of Autauga coun- 
ty citizens can be forced to a‘gen- 
eral raise of taxes in Autauga 
county. For the next two years 
all values will be much smaller, 
and an attempt to raise would 
cause a storm of protests in the 
county. 
_ “Every business man in this sec- 
tion must retrench in his personal 
affairs and he will demand a re- 
trenchment in our public affairs. 
This retrenchment must be forced 
by the people, and it can’t be forced 
so long as they vote more money 
for past, present and future ex- 
travagance in our public affairs.” 

And, in conclusion, I wish to say 
that in my judgment there has 
not been a call to the polls of 
more importance to the tax payers 
than the ‘one on the 18th day of 
January, and to vote no.

The farmers of this nation to come into their ow 
must study business. We must, as a class, understand 
the fundamental principles that underlie every industry, 
its functions to society and its relation to agriculture, fer 
there can be no intelligent co-operation without under- 
standing.

If there were but one bank in a community and everybody all 
bills by drawing checks on that bank, and everyone recetving a check fmme- 
diately deposited i# in the bank, the amount of money in the bank evidently 
would not change at all and the entire business of the community would be 
settled on the books of the bank. And the situation is but slightly chaageé.- 
when there are several banks, for they daily exchange among themselves 
the checks they receive on each other, which practically offset themselves.

No won- 
der Mr. Wiley Littlejohn, our treasurer . 
investigated to see and know what he | 
was doing. No wonder the people of | 
the county are kicking, for how in the 
name of common sense can we ever 
have good roads or anything else under 
such as this. People are not willing to 
have their tax money spent in a reck- 
less manner, and I for one can’t blame | 
them. 

In the future, shou'd a majority of 
the people come together on the propo- | 
sition ot buiding roads and agree on | 
some plan by which to raise money, I} 
for one, would be most positively in; 
favor of letting the contracts to our 
home people, for if they can take sub-| 
contracts from imported contractors and | 
make fairiy good wages, such as they | 
are willing and anxious to get, why not 
give them the whole job and keep our; 
money at home where it was made and 
where it belongs.

Uses and Abuses oj Fertilizers 


By Prof. R. J. H. De Loach, Director of Georgia Experiment Station. 


6. FERTILIZERS AND THE HOME GARDEN. 
The Last of a Series of Six Articles. 

A farmer that we used to know quite well always put on his garden plot 
a sack of guano and three or four loads‘ of stable and other kinds of barn- | 
yard manure. His garden covered about one-fifth of an-acre, and was good 
land to begin with. In fact, he had selected a good, rich spot of ground for | 
his garden. The fertilizer he applied amounted to a thousand pounds per | 
acre, and the barnyard manure to about seven or eight tons. Of course, he | 
grew a good garden, as most people do, and yet he often wondered why his ; 
garden was so much better than other parts of his farm. ‘He was a good | 
farmer and made plenty of everything, and to spare. He knew that he made | 
liberal applications of fertilizers and manures to his garden, but was never | 
quite willing to acknowledge that these made all the difference in the yields. 

Our gardens are usually the richest spots on the farm, and are so only be- | 
cause we make them so by fertilization and cultivation. Every acre in the 
average farm could be made just as rich if we tried to make it so. We do 
not consider sufficiently the factors which maké\fertile land. We do not 
strive to do intensive farming, but rather: make it/as extensive as our acres 
will allow. When we wish to make an additional bale of cotton, or bushel of | 
corn, we take in more land instead of enriching what is already under cultiva- 
tion. | 

Dr. L, H. Bailey has given in his book, “The Principles of Vegetable Garden- 
ing,” some valuable suggestions on the use of commercial fertilizers. “The : 
kind and amount of fertilizers,” he says, “are to be determined by several 
circumstances: (1) The earliness or quickness with which the crop is to be | 
obtained; (2) the intensity of the operations to which the man is committed; 
(3) the character of the land as regards tilth and texture; (4) the character 
of the iand as regards richness in plant food; (5) the kind: or species of crops 
to be raised.’ Whatever the condition of the land or the nature of the crop, | 
it must be fertilized if the gardener meets with success. Competition in the 
truck-growing business can be met in no other way than by liberally fertiliz- 
ing the ground on which the crops grow. Dr. Bailey has wisely said that 
fertilizers must be applied in excess of the actual needs of the plants. It is 
impossible to distribute a very small quantity of fertilizers over a large area. | 

Vegetables are such rapid growing plants that one need not fear that 
much of the fertilizer will leach out through the soil on account of rain. If 
it is applied close to or in the drill row, all of it should be saved. The 
plants will absorb it before it gets away. The formula generally recommend- 
ed consists of a complete fertilizer, though the acid phosphate and nitrogen 
should come from different sources, even in the same fertilizer applied at any 
given time. The mixture for gardens should be composed of as many kinds 
of ingredients as possible, carrying the three fundamental elements of plant 
food—potash, nitrogen and phosphoric acid. 

Voorhees recommends heavy applications of such mixtures to the com- : 
mercial gardens and to truck patches. He says 1,000 to 5,000 pounds per acre | 
of such mixture should be applied to asparagus, and as much to beets and | 
turnips; less than that to peas and beans. With any amount an after applica. | 
tion has been found profitable. This is sometimes called the second applica- | 
tion, which is not generally a complete fertilizer, but is composed of nitrogen, e 
or one of the other elements alone. The second application of fertilizers may | 
be composed of ammonia and acid, or other formula to suit the immediate \# 
crop.

able. It cut down the market value. The way to remove any cause for this 
is to fertilize well and properly and then cultivate. The turnip is made very 
inferior when there is a check in growth. The vegetables that are thus stunt- 
ed:-seem to revert to the original type from which they were derived, especial- 
ly with regard to taste, and hence should be carefully looked after in regard 
to fertilization and cultivation. Fertilizers should be applied to the vege- 
table garden as early after the spring breaking as possible, as the soil ought 
to be saturated with rich plant food before the plants begin to grow very 
much. .Then they will grow much more rapidly and make far better vege- 
tables. The second-application should be made about the time the young 
plants are half grown. This is as definite as a statement regarding this 
practice can be made. For all prize crops, a third and fourth application is 
made, and with telling effects. No one can deny that the vegetable garden 
is the one place in which large @ividends can be made from the use of com- 
mercial fertilizers. :

Russian Sleeps Over Brick Contriv: | 
ance in Which Slow Fire Burns— 
Holland’s Heating Arrangement 
“Perhaps Most Economical. 

The stove is, comparatively speak- 
ing, a new invention. So late as the 
time of Queen Elizabeth people did | 
not have chimneys; they built their | 
fires in a round hearth in the middle | 
of the room. and when chimneys were 
introduced, the old-fashioned folk all 
zrumbled, because, they said, smoky 
But. to the) 
eastward stoves of brick and porce: | 
lain were commonly used. 

A stove made of brick is\used In | 


' Russia, and in it a slow fire buns all | 


night long. On top of it, when night | 
comes, the peasant and his whole fam- | 
ily, in their sheepskins, lie do and 
go to sleep. It is nice and warm, rath- 
er like a window seat that is over 4 
radiator, and sometimes there is a 
sacond shelf overhead for any stran 
ger who may be staying overnight. 

The brick stove of the Russian | 
peasant, in all probability, came over: | 
land from China too long ago to talk 
about, for the Chinese have stoves of | 
brick and clay shaped something like 
it. . 

In Japan there is not much need ot 
keeping warm, but whatever stoves | 
there are in a Japanese home are low, | 
for the life here is all carried on sit- 
ting or kngeling on the floor. There | 
is a rough clay stove, made especially 
for the great rice kettle, that costs 
only a few cents, and when broken 
the poorest can buy another. There } 
is a dainty little charcoal stove on, 
which the cooking is done, and beside 
it stands a pretty basket filled with 
the softest and finest charcoal. There 
is also a small stove or furnace to heat 
the water for the bath. And still 
more odd is the little earthen bed- 
Btove, used as we use a hot-water bot- 
tle, shaped like a curled-up cat, and 
it is called “neko” (the kitten)- 

The German stove of porcelain, with 
its curious decorations, has figured in 
many a story of German life. A por 
@elain stove will hold the heat a long 
time and keep a room warm with but 


little attention. | 


In Holland, where the working peo- 
ple are often at home for a little while 
at noon, they have the most thrifty 
arrangement of all—what might be 
called a portable stove, a stove in an 
iron bucket. When the children come 
home from school and the older peo- 
ple from work at noon, instead of 
lighting the kitchen fire, one of the 
children takes the fire bucket and 
trots around the corner to the fire- 
woman’s. 
enough to hold a piece of burning peat 
or some live coals, and a teakettle sits 
on top. The old woman who sells fire 


- and hot water fills the bucket and ket- 


tle for a tiny sum, and the child goes 
home with just enough fire and water 
enough for the family dinner. 
Charcoat is commonly used for 
cooking in France, Italy and Spain, be- 


cause it makes a small, hot fire. The! 


Italian keeps warm (or says he does) 
over a small fire of what we would call 
an earthen hand-warmer with coals in 
it, called scaldino. Only within the 
last few years has it been possible to 
find rooms that were heated on the 
American. plan anywhere in Europe. 
The people keep warmer in this coun- 
try than in any other spot on the sur- 
face of the globe in the temperate or 
frigid zone.

This partial investigation dis- 
closes, also, that during the last 
Congress my colleague missed 
roll-calls on several important 
measures, notably, the banking 
and currency bill, the immigra- 
tion bill, the Panama Cana! toll 
pill, the Spaish war pension 
bill, the Alaskan railroad bill, 
and the good roads bill, author- 
izing an appropriation of twen- 
ty-five million dollars annually 
of which Alabama’s share 
would have been over five hun- 
dred thousand dolars a year. 

Another significant thing 
disclosed by this partial investi- 
gation of the records is that, 
while my colleague voted 
against the submission of the 
proposed prohibition amend- | 
ment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion upon the theory that reg- 
ulation of the liquor traffic 
should be left with the states, 
he voted against the passage of 
the Webb bill, makig alcoholic 
liquors subject to state laws 
when shipped from one state to 
another. He opposed also the 
child labor bill which sought 
to improve the condition of 
those who labor in factories 
and mines. 

Special attention has been 
directed to my absence from 
Washington recently when the 
House considered the so-called 
war claims bill, which sought 
to revive for a period of two 
years, an old statute relating 
to the proceeds derived by the 
Federal governmet from the 
sale of abandoned and captur- 
ed property during the Civil 
War, and which proposed to 
make available for claimants 
the sum of about a half million 
dollars. The bill passed the 
House after being amended. 
The statute which it proposed 
to revive stated that, before re- 
lief could be had, the claimant 
must prove “that he has never 
given any aid or comfort to 
the present rebellion.” | The 
amendment, on the adoption of 
which I did not vote, provided 
the same thing in the following 
language: “That no claim 
shall be allowed any claimant 
unless it is proved that the orig- 
inal owner was loyal to the 
United States government dur- 
ing the Civil War.”The com- 
mitte having that bill in charge 
reported that if passed it would 
make available for certain 
claimants, a sum not exceeding 
a half million dollars and the 
chairman of the comittee in a 
speech on the ‘floor of the 
House, repeated that statement 
in the following language: 

“And I reiterate what I said 
before, that the amount avail- 
able for payment can in no 
case exceed $500,00 and under 
this bill no man can recover 
unles the Treasury Department 
books show that he is entitled 
to do so.” 

Yet my colleague states that 
under the provisions of the bill, 
if unamended, “there would 
have been available for the 
Fourth Congressional - district 
some two or three million dol- 
lars and for the entire south, 
something like fifty million dol- 
lars. The Age-Herald repre- 
sentative stated that the total 
amount would be $64,000,000. 

The statements and criticisms 
of my colleague and his news- 
paper friend were so present- 
ed as to mislead the people in- 
to believing that the so-called 
war claims bill related to all 
kinds of southern claims includ- 
ing the unconstitutionally col- 
lected cotton tax and the pend- 
ing Tillman bill which propos-

GIRLS’ CLUB WORK 


In the present year in Alabama 
there were 19 counties doing or- 
ganized campaign club work with 
a total enrollment of 1490 girls. 
The counties organized were: Au- 
tauga, Baldwin, Calhoun, Chilton, 
Conecuh. DeKalb, Etowah, Jef- 
ferson, Franklin, Macon, Marengo, 
Marshall, Mobile, Monroe, Pickens, 
Pike, St. Clair, Tuscaloosa, and 
Walker. Each county had an 
agent who supetvised the work of 
the clubs. 

The work done by the girls 
was limited to one-tenth of an 
acre, Sixty-four per cent of the 
enrollment, or 957 girls, reported 
the following: 

Number of containers of toma- 
toes canned from tenth-acre club 
gardens, 159,449. 

Number of containers of beans, 
okra, peas, peppers, and beets, 
canned from tenth-acre club gar- 
dens, 27,187. 

Number of containers of fruits 
and vegetables from home gardens 
and orchards, 114,185. 

Total number of containers, all 
products, 300,821. 

Total value of vegetables sold 
fresh and used at home, $4,760.00. 

Total value of canned products.

The fruit and vegetable growers are always leaders in the use of plant 
foods for their crops. This is especially true of the vegetable growers. What | 
they wigh is rapid growth in their produce, so that they will get the vege- | 
tables on the market in the shortest possible time from the time of planting.

conditions is to apply fertilizers in large quantities. In the next paper we 
shall tell. about the “home garden” and how to fertilize it. In the present 
paper we are to tell more particularly about fruit trees and other horticultural | 
plants. | 
The relation of apple growing to fertilizers has never been very carefully |- 
worked out. We know that the use of fertilizers with fruit trees, and 
especially apples, pays, but we have not yet worked out the best formulae 


for the various kinds of trees, nor the amounts which pay best. Brisbin says, Clanton 


in his book on “Trees and Tree Planting,” that in planting young trees large 


quantities of manure should be used in preparing the place for planting. | -..... -

These manures should -be rich in plant food elements if the trees are ex | 
pected to make rapid growth. The best way to increase the plant food in | 
manures is to add to the manures the mineral elements in various forms, 
and mix with leaf mold and manures. Brisbin also recommends that weeds | 
should not be allowed to grow around the apple trees, as they will take up 
the plant food which is put down for young trees. 


The best method of producing fruit is to keep the field or. orchard clean by | CLANTON and MONTGOMERY 


growing other crops which require constant attention and cultivation. Most | ————————_——_ 
tarmers and horticulturists fertilize the crops that grow in the orchard, and | J. O. Middleton 


in this way save the expense of fertilizing the fruit trees again. In many 
instances’ legumes are grown as a cover crop, and, incidentally, to furnish 
nitrogen. The orchard cannot be cultivated too deeply, or injury will result. 
It needs to be cultivated shallow, and manures or fertilizers applied in 
reasonable quantities. While it is necessary to put fertilizers near the trunk 


of the tree, yet the roots scatter pretty well over an, orchard, and the plant

food that happens to fall further away from the trunk is not lost. 

A large crop of apples or peaches takes from the soil much plant food, | 
such as nitrogen, potash and phosphoric acid, and unless this is supplied from 
time to time, the trees will prove less fruitful and finally bear very little | 
fruit, and what they do bear will be of poor quality. The argument that old | 
trees in pastures bear good fruit is not sound, because conditions prevail’ in 
many isolated places this way that cannot be duplicated in the orchard. 
Many times it is the natural leaf mold, woods earth, droppings from animals, 
and other materials carrying available plant food that make the fruit on 
such trees. Besides, such fruit is rarely ever as excellent and delicious as 
that grown in a well-kept orchard. Fruit, like all other kinds of field and 
garden crops, must be forced more or less to measure up, to a high standard. 
To force the fruit, and at the same time keep the land fertile, we must apply 
to the soil as much fertilizer as the crop takes from it. 

Fruit trees demand in their growth a fertilizer rather rich in potash and : 
phosphoric acid, but not very rich in nitrogen. It was found that the citrus 
trees in California at the Riverside Experiment Station grew better fruit and 
did better every way with a complete fertilizer than with any single plant 
food element, or any incomplete combination. jt was also found that the 
acid requirements of these trees were more completely supplied with sul- 
phate of ammonia than from any other nitrogen source. 

Many of the experiment stations have secured good results from fertilizing 
orchards, but none quite so good as the Ohio station. F. H. Ballou, in charge | 
of work with apples, says: 

“To sum up the results in increased fruit production from the use of 
chemical fertilizers on the very thin orchard land in southeastern Ohio, tak- 


ing into consideration all our different plots at the various places covering | Clan n

60 miles of country, we have the following: 

Average per acre, per year fertilized, 100 barrels. 

Average per acre, per year unfertilized, 44 barrels. 

Gain per acre, per year, from fertilization, 5¢ barrels.

This is the strongest endorsement for the use of commercial fertilizers in | 
orchards that we have yet seen, and shows how it is possible to increase the ,

3. ROTHAMSTED EXPERIMENT STATION AND FERTILIZERS. 
The Third of a Series of Six Articles 

The Rothamsted Experiment Station is in England, and is noted for: 
the great work it has done along all lines of agricultural work. It has . 
gone into the laws of soil fertility, has been the first to discover many of | 
these laws, and has in all its history been especially interested in working | 
out a plan of farm management by which soil fertility could be maintained | 
at minimum cost to the farmers. 

The Rothamsted experiments began in the year 1837, when Sir John 
Bennett Lawes began experiments on his private estate. He was a man | 
who loved the soi] and to experiment with it. Strange to say, he was 4 | 
fertilizer manufacturer in a certain sense, as he early discovered a process 
for transforming bone into superphosphate by the use of sulphuric acid, 
took out a patent for this in 1842, and built an extensive business which | 
he managed for about thirty years. In 18423 he associated with him J. |

Gilbert, and these two men for more than fifty years. conducted extensive 
agricultural investigations in regard to soils and fertilizérs, and feeds and 
feeding of domestic animals.

parts of the civilized world, to. a board of directors, and endowed it with | 
half a million dollars. 
Twenty Years Experiments on Same Plots. 

Among many other things that were done, experiments were conducted 
with fertilizers, mineral salts, and many forms of ammoniates, also with 
anima] manures, to determine just what soils needed to grow the most crops. | 
For this work plots of ground were set aside, marked off and earefully 
measured, and then planted to the crop with which the investigator wished 
to work. Small plots would be used for the different kinds of mineral and 
animal manures, and in each series one plot would be left unfertilized 
throughout the entire experiments, while the others would have applied the 
different combinations of fertilizers, etc. Careful reports were taken from 
each end of these plots, and with interesting results. The same experiments 
were continued for twenty years and -more. | 


the following results: The plots that had no manure of any king averaged 
in twenty years, 2,383 pounds of hay; the plots which had mineral manure 
alone, 3,598 pounds; the plots with mineral manure and 400 pounds of am- 
monia salts, 5,711 pounds of hay; those with mineral manure and 800 pounds

There’s no danger of her having too | 
much bone and muscle.

much of her weight is not fat. :An 
ailcorn ration .robs her of the strength 
she will need at the time of her trial. | 
and fills the cavities-of the body with | 
fat. Then she will be fat and lazy 
and will kill her pigs by lying on them. 
Or she may never be able to bring | 
them forth. Or her appetite for bone | 
and muscle-forming foods may be so | 
abnormal that she may eat them up. 

But if she is kept from being too fat 
by the simple method of starvation. | 
she will not give the litter the proper | 
amount of milk. 

If the sow becomes constipated be- | 
fore farrowing, as some sows do, ep- | 
som salts may be given in the slop for | 
three or four feedings—just enough s0 | 
that the taste will not repel the sow | 
and keep her from eating. t 

At farrowing time occur the most of | 
the pig losses. Some of them come 
from the absence of the owner when. 
the pigs arrive, and some from his | 
presence. The sow should be carefully | 
watched, but she should not be dis- | 
turbed. In other words, no dogs should | 
be allowed anywhere near, and she | 
should not become aware of the pres- | 
ence of those who watch her.

No demand is being urged on be- 
half of the operators and dispatchers, 
and some of the railroads have lately 
been intimating vigorously that if a 
“pig additional burden must be laid 
on their labor funds they would like 
to give the benefit to the poorer paid 
classes of employes. ‘ 

The truth of the whole business is 
that, as a whole, the railroad em- 
ployes of the country are not very 
Highly paid as compared to other peo- 
ple: A few classes of railroad men 
are paid very high wages. The most 
fortunate of all these classes are the 
engineers, firemen, conductors and 
brakemen. 

Rate Rising Rapidly 

Not only are these four classes paid 
much more liberally than other em- 
ployes, but the figures show that 
their rate of wages has been rising 
more rapidly than that of any other 
classes. 

In 1914 the Interstate Commerce 
“Commission’s report showed the num- 
ber of railroad employes for the en- 
tire country to be-1,710,296. Out of 
this number there were 62,021 en- 
gineers, 64,959 firemen, 48,201 con- 
ductors, and 136,809 other trainmen; 


Declarations have come from every 
quarter that an interruption of trans- 
portation will not be tolerated by the 
public, but will call forth drastic ac- 
tion. The enormous injury to the 
country that would result from a na- 
tion-wide strike of train service em- 
ployes is discussed by a writer in 
the March National Magazine, from 
which the following extract is taken: 


What such a strike would mean to 
the American people cannot be set 
forth in mere facts and figures. It 
can be dimly imagined by those who 
realize what an intimate and vital 
part railway transportation plays in 
every industrial activity of the coun- 
try. 

There is scarcely a person in any 
part of the !and who would not be 
hamediately affected if the millions 
of busily turning wheels on our 
nearly three hundred thousand miles 
of railway were to stop for a single 
day. if the tie-up continued for a 
week, the blow to the industry of 
the country would be greater than 
that caused by any panic of recent 
history. To the, big cities of the coun- 
try, and particularly to the cities of 
the eastern seaboard it would mean 
a cutting off of the food supplies that 
would place the inhabitants virtually 
in a state of siege. In the case of 
many food products these cities do 
not carry on hand a stock sufficient 
to feed their people for more than a 
week, and in the case of some, such’ 
as milk and fresh vegetables, supplies 
are replenished daily. The stoppage 
of transportation, therefore, would 
mean suffering and want to these city 
dwellers, and if continued for long 
would threaten many of them with 
actual starvation. , 

To the farmers of the country a 
general railroad strike would be a 
catastrophe, only less serious. Cut 
off from his market, the farmer could 
not move his produce, and the price 
of grain and other staples would be 
quickly cut in two, which the market |

The railroads cannot purchase bet- 
terment materials in huge quantities 
and also devote the same money to 
the payrolls.

TO ERADICATE CATTLE TICKS; 


| 
Department of Agriculture Will Co- | 
Operate With State or County | 
Authorities in Battle. 

“Ticks take as much as 200 pounds 
of blood a year from a 1-000-pound 
steer; cut the milk production of. 
cows nearly 60 per cent; reduce the 
home price of meat animals from one- 
half to one cent a pound; prevent 
bunkers from lending money to pro- 
mote the live stock industry; keep 
down fertility and production of 
farms; and make the southern farm- 
ers pay $50,000 a year to supply the 
never-ceasing barbecue of blood.” | 
Thus Carl Vrooman, assistant secre | 


tary of agriculture of the United | 
States, remarked in telling of the new | 


tick campaign the government has: 


started. 
“Dip the tick” is the slogan which | 
the department of agriculture has 


Dipping Tick-Infested Cattle. 


‘adopted for a special campaign against | 


the cattle tick. Blazoned in big let: | 
ters this legend will stand out in star- | 
tling relief upon a two-colored poster | 
which the department proposes to dis- 
play in every post office in the tick-in- | 
fested country. | 

“It costs less than 50 cents a head 
to dip the cattle of a county and free 
that county from quarantine,” Mr. | 
Vrooman said, “and enable its cattle | 
to compete with free cattle at the | 
stockyards. But before the ticks can | 
be cleaned from a county the people 
in that county, by themselves or with 
the aid of the state, must build dip- 
ping vats which cost from $50 to $100 
each, and must supply arsenic, which 
costs about five cents per head, to 
make the arsenical bath that kills the 
ticks. The people must then join in 
seeing that every steer or cow is 
dipped a sufficient number of times | 
to kill all the ticks infestirg the cat- 
tle, and prevent the secd ticks in the 
grass from finding a new boarding 
house.” 

The department will co-operate with 
a county that is ready to dip ticks by 
sending its expert field men to super- 
vise the building of vats, to prepare 
the arsenical bath and to take charge 
of the dipping of cattle. The people 
of a county and state, however, have | 
to provide the small amount of money 
necessary for the actual dipping. 


PROPER SHELTER FOR SHEEP 


Impossible to’ Keep Anima|’s Fleece | 
Dry If Not Given Some Protection 
During the Winter. 


It was formerly quite generally 
thought that the sheep’s wool afforded 
it all the protection necessary during 
the winter. If the fleece could be kept 
dry it probably would retain enough 
body .heat to keep the sheep warm, 
but this is impossible without shelter. 
When a fleece once becomes wet it 
takes a long time for it to dry out, 
especially if the weather is cold. 

Much energy that would otherwise 
be used for growth or fattening must 
be used for evaporating this water. 
The wet fleece also gives rise to un- 
healthy conditions. 

In Great Britain little housing is 
necessary, but in most places in Amer- 
ica this would result in severe losses.

“In a discussion of the proposed 
demands in the official journal of the 
Trainmen’s organization, the follow- 
ing explanation of the demands is 
given by one of the vice-presidents 
of that Brotherhood: 


“*There appears to be some differ- 
ence of opinion as to what such a 
proposal involves, therefore it may be 
seasonable to say that there is quite 
a difference between an eight-hour 
work-day and an eight-hour basic 
work-day. 

- “*The first contemplates that eight 
hours shall be the maximum working 
time, and as a rule where the eight- 
hour work-day obtains through con- 
tract relations between employer and 
employes, it is the constant endeavor 
to prevent working overtime except 
in cases of necessity. It appears that 
some of the men in the train service 
are of the opinion that this is the 
proposal of the organizations. How- 
ever, this is not the case. The sec- 
ond, the eight-hour basic work-day 


contemplates that eight hours shal:- 


be the basis for a day’s work and 
any time in excess thereof shall be 
paid for as overtime, consequently 
under such a provision there is no 
limit to the hours worked. The lat- 
ter system is the one proposed by 
the train service Brotherhoods and 


is in accord with the action taken by 
the delegates, at the Eleventh’ Bien- 
nial Convention of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen.’ 

Same Work, More Money 


“The proposals of the employees, 
as in reality formulated and official- 
ly explained in the above citation, 
simply mean that they shall be paid 
more money than at present for the 
same work they are now doing. The 
matter, therefore, resolves itself 
primarily into a question of wages 
and consequently of increased cost. 

“Applying the proposed demands 
to the present conditions of work 
would mean an imcrease ranging from 
12 to 40 per cent in cost, as the roads 
would be compelled in most cases to 
continue the present hours of opera- 


tions since changes to escape the 


payment of overtime would cause a 
higher percentage of increase than 
the figures already given. 

“The railways of the southeast. are 
in no condition to stand any neni 
in their operating expenses, mtch 
less such increases as would result 
from granting these demands. They 
already pay higher wages to train 
and engine employees than are paid 
in other sections of the country 
where traffic is much more dense, 
and they have had no part in the 
rate increases which recently have 
been granted by ‘the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to railways in oth- 
er territories. 

“Preliminary estimates show that 
on some lines the increases asked by 
the employes would moré than wipe 
out all income after payment of 
operating expenses, fixed charges 
and taxes. The railways would be 
forced either to secure increases in 
their rates or, to lower their cost of 
operation by curtailment of train ser- 
vice and reducing the.outlay for main- 
tenance and improvement necessary 
to meet the transportation néeds of 
the rapidly developing southeastern 
territory. '

Kuhlman, a German agricultural scientist, applied salammoniac to a meadow 
in the years 1845 and 1846, and found that on a hectare (2% acres) he gath- 
ered 8,140 pounds of hay more than on the same kind of meadow where he 
did not use the salammoniac. He secured this result by using about 200 
pounds of salammoniac to the acre. 

In commenting upon this Von Liebig has the following to say: ab i is | 
quite certain, that in the action of the guano, which produced the crop next 
highest after the Chili saltpeter, an unmistakable -part was played by the 
ammonia contained in it. On the other hand, however, the experiments 
with carbonate and nitrate of ammonia show that a quantity of ammonia, 
or nitrogen, equivalent to that in 20 pounds of guano and employed under 
the same conditions, was almost without effect.” 


Fertilizer Experiments In Germany. 


A little further along he says: “The most recent observations on the | 
comportment of the soil towards the food of plants show how slight is the} 
knowledge we possess of their mode of nourishment, and of the part which 
the soil, by its physical condition, plays in it. The comportment of the 
salts of ammonia, of chloride of sodium, and of nitrate of soda, towards 
the earthly phosphates in the soil, may perhaps assist us in throwing 
some light on their action, or one of their actions, on the growth of plants.” | 
This statement was made because it was always found that when common | 
salt was added to certain mineral] manures, 
and Von Liebig came to the conclusion that this was due to the relation of | 
this added material to the liberation of potash in the soils. fe | 

Only a short time after the war between the states the German pot-| 
ash beds were discovered and by rapid leaps and oounds this material gained | 
in favor with planters as well as experimenters. The necessity for find: | 
ing a combination to liberate the potash in che soils was now removed 
and thorough satisfaction was found in the use of the nitrate of soda and 
the potash salts, and here the industry stood for a long time. Liebig does | 
claim, however, that Tribasic phosphate of lime crept into the formula and 
was found efficient. This fact is very significant and happened to be dis- 
covered by a constant study of the use of the nitrate of soda and potash 
salts. Liebig thought that these two plant food materials had the power 
of dissolving phosphoric acid in the form of earthly phosphates, and these 
in turn added greatly to the yield of farm crops. ; 

Germany’s Crop Yields Greater Than Other Nations. 

We have here’ many hints. of what nfterwards really developed to be 
facts—namely that the three great elements of plant food that should be 
applied to the soil. for good crop yields are phosphoric acid, ammonia and 
potash. For many years these three elements have been the essential! 
elements of plant food in a fertilizer formula. 

Today Germany applies more mineral salts per acre to her crops than 
any other nation in the world, and partly as a consequence gets higher 
yields of farm crops than any other nation. -It is significant that these 
two facts are so closely ‘related, but it must be remembered that Germany 
has learned the Yesson of good tillage—deep plowing, the proper use ol: 
vegetable matter in the soil, and the dangerous practice of continuous | 
cropping with any single crop.

people wanted him to leave Can-| 
ton when the province declared | 
its independence buthe refused 
to leave, and most of the fighting 
in the province has been between | 
his soldiers and the revolutionary 
soldiers. At one time things look- 
ed pretty hot around here. . One 


_ afternoon several of our people 


went to the western part. of the 
city. (We live on the East side) 


_ While they were away a fight oc- 


cured -and they had a hard time 
getting back. There is only one 
street along the river front and 
the soldiers would allow no one 
t. pass. Finally there was a mo- 
tr launch that picked them up 
and brought them down: the ri- 
ver and they got home safely. 
One young man who has been out 
only a short time and cannot speak 
Chhinese was over on that side 
alone and tried to come home af- 
ter dark and hada rather bad time 
of it. The soldiers kept stopping 
him and saying a lot to him which 
he did not understand. Finally 
he went back and spent the night 
with another American who lives 
onthat side. While he was trving 
to come home he saw the soldiers 
caich two men and_ shoot them. 

When all this was happening it 
was very-exciting and the Chi- 
nese were very much excited for 
they did not know what was go- 
ing to happen. Thousands of 
them left the cily and went to 
Hong Kong and Macau. They 
hate the British for having Hong 
Kong but itis a very convenient 
place to goto when they are in 
trouble in Canton. Some of our 
people were excited, too, but we 
were not in any danger at any 
lime. 

A!l this turmoil shows plainly 
two things. First, that the people 
did not want a monarchy, and sec- 
one that the nation, wants a popu- 
ular government—republic. The 
great masses do not know much 
about a Fepublic, but they want it, 
hoping it will bring better times 
and greater prosperity to the 
country. The leaven of progress 
is at work in China and the im- 
agination can scarcely picture 
what the nation will be when the 
whole people are workiny al6ng 
progressive lines. — 

The end is not yet. The South- 
ern provinces are planning tostart 
a united campaign against Peking 
and try to oust the president. 
The other day a steamer was 
bringing a shipload of northern 
soldiers South to fight the south- 
ern provinces and a cruiser was 
along with her as guard. One af- 
ternoon in a dense fog the cruiser 
rammed thesteamer and sank her 
and all on board except about 
twenty were lost. It was learned 
that most of the crew on the 
cruiser were men from the pro- 
vince to which the soldiers were 
going. Such things as these may 
be expected for some time to 
come. It is hoped matters will be 
settled without much more trou- 
bie, though no one can tell. It is 
not expected that there will be 
much more fighting in the South. 
The North is not strong enough 
to send much of an army to the 
South and at the same time hold 
the Northern province in check. 

Because of the war in Europe 
you do not see much in the pa- 
pers about China, but it will be 
well for any one to watch events 
here as closely as possible in or- 
der to see the development of a 
mass of people into a really great 
nation.

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FEEDING THE WINTER LAMBS | 


Results Given Herewith of Interesting 
Tests Made at the Ohio Ex- 
periment Station. 


In tests at the Ohio station two 
lots of 12 Delaine ewes each, with 
their October or November lambs 
from a Southdown ram, as nearly 
alike as possible with regard to age, 
weight, conformation and breeding, 
were fed for 62 days, beginning De- 
cember 1, as follows: Lot 1, corn and 
oil meal 4:1, alfalfa and silage; lot 2, 
corn, oats, bran and oil meal 6:2:2:1, 
alfalfa and silage. The nutritive ratio 
of the two rations was approximately 
the same. The hay and silage were 
fed ad libitum and approximately the 
same amount of grain was fed, it be- 


pounds; the lambs of lot 1, 0.441 
pounds, and lot 2, 0.411 pounds. The 
cost of feed per pound of gain made 
by the lambs was 7.1 and 7.5 cents 
respectively. No appreciable differ. 
ences in degree of finish from the two 
rations were noted. Both lots pro 
duced prime hothouse lambs. 

Two lots of 11 ewes each, with their 
lambs, were fed for 95 days, begin- 
ning December 24, the same ration as 
in the above experiment, except that 
during the last five weeks clover hay 
was substituted for the alfalfa. As 
these lambs were not intended ‘for hot- 
house lambs they were not forced so 
rapidly as those in the first experi- 
ment. The average daily gain per 
head of the ewes of lot 1 was 0.013, 
of lot 2, 0.031 pounds; for the lambs 
of lot 1, 0.377 pounds of lot 2, 0.333 
pounds. The cost of feed per pound 
of gain made by the lambs was for 
lot 1, 8.7 cents, and for lot 2, 10.1 
cents.

Fleece of Good Quality Cannot Be Se- 
cured From Half-Starved Animal

CITY WATER EXAMINED 


Editor Clanton Press: I have recently 
had the city water examined and ask 
that you publish the following letter re- 
@eived by me from the State Bacteriolo- 
gist: ; 
oe June 19, 1916 


Dr..T. J. Marcus, 
Clanton Alabema. 
Dear Sir: 
Bacterial counts on the different 
specimens of water received from you 
on the 13th are all reasonably low, 
averaging less than 100 bacteria per C. 
C. Specimens from the reservoir at the 
pumping station and the one from the 
hydrant at the residence of Armstrong 
both show a few colon bacilli.. None of 
the other sdecimens contain any colon 
bacilli, On the whole we consider 
| these findings fairly satisfactory, but as 
an extra precaution, we would advise 
that you have the examination repeated; 
as a general rule we do not regard the 
finding’of colon bacilli in such small 
numbers as sufficient to justify con- 
demning any water supply. But their 
presence in any number is not desirbale 
and it would be well for you to try to 
find out where they are introduced into 
the water. Is it possible that your res- 
ervoir is uncovered or in anyway ex- 
posed to dust and dirt from the streets?

little vice presidential boomeriao of 
his own. 

In a convention where the most thrill- 
ing episode is a suspension of rela- 
tions between Jim Ham Lewis and 
R. C. Sullivan, there is indeed a dole 
ful lack of ginger. 

Roger Sullivan's vice presidential 
candidacy, at this moment the only 
really serious thing in the convention, 
is received a8 a gorgeous joke. 

Delegates do not realize that Sul- 
livan ts not in need of advertising that 
he has no reason for grandstanding. 
and that if he could get half a dozen 
state bosses with him, who dislike Wil- 
son—as, for instance, Murphy of New 
York, Reed of Missouri, Taggart of 
Indiana and Bailey of Texas—they 
might use the nemination of Sullivan 
as a patronage club that would force 
from the prestdent nearly anything 
they would want. 

Sullivan Would Bring Defeat. 

For Sullivan on the Democratic tick- 
et would defeat it; n0 one knows this 
better than Sullivan and the big state 
bosses who are liable to be attracted 
by his game. 

Yet if the president is going ahead 
for the next four years, as he has 
gone during the last, four, a

Ing the bosses only under pressure, 
now is the time to know it, and Roger 
©. Sullivan is the handle of the front 
door that will open into that query. 
Yet the convention regards the Sul- 
livan boom as a joke; and its opposi- 
tion by Jim Ham Lewis, who is a 
kind of political Charley Chaplin, has 
set the corridors aroar. 
Another convention joke is the con- | 
flict between the stories of the time | 
when the president shall be nominated. | 
Think Wilson ‘Superstitious. 
One story declares that President | 
Wilson, being superstitious, has sent | 
word that he desires no nomination | 
on Friday and that the nomination is | 
to be delayed until one minute after 
12 Saturday morning. | 
Another stery equally well autheuw- | 
tieated by delegates who desire to get 
home for Sunday breakfast and whe 


listening to dry seconding speeches Is 
that the president has sent word that 
his lucky day is Friday and that he 
prefers Friday of all days. 

But no-one seems to care wuch. 
The giggly stage has to come and go 
in every convention. And this is the 
giggly stage. Tomorrow’ serious 
things will loom out of the fog. = 

Then the tragedy of the Sullivan 
movement may assert itself; then the 
latent force of Mr. Bryan, coming 
merely as one of the scribes to the 
Sanhedrin where for 20 years he has 
been high priest, may become vis- 
ible. 

Bryan Still a Factor. 

Bryan ts still Bryan in the Demo- 
cratic party and will have to be con- 
sidered in every important delibera- 
tion. 

But today he and peace and pro- 
hibition and womans suffrage and 
Roger Sullivan and Jim Ham, the 
thovie queen, and the superstitions of 
the président are the sublimed es- 
sence of the great Amertcan joke. 
And it is well that they are. For, 
after all, our “sense of honor saves us 
whole.” 

Fancy the national mind all dressed 
- wp and nowhere to go for a whole long 
week but to a serious consideration 
of the differenee between “Jim Ham” 
and “R. C.” It’s just as well to giggle 
a little at the beginning. 


WEDNESDAY 


The Democratic natienal convention 
revealed itself today as a body with- 
eut emotion. It is amiable, self-satis- 
fied and happy, but in its wildest mo- 
ment of joy, filled with the joyous en- 
thusiasm of postmasters as numerous 
of the sands of the sea, it eould only 
squawk out the tribute of a 15-minute 
cheer for President Wilson. 

Yet it is a Wilson convention clear 
through. Wilson and the convention 
are in entire accord, but Wilson is 
not the popular idol. The crowd has 
no popular idol. It is not a hero wor- 
shiping convention. 

And because there are no contests, 
ao uncertainties in any outcome, be- 
cause there are no places where large 
self-interests clash in any possible 
Issue of the convention, the dele- 
gates sit placidiy and listen to a 
lefense of President Wilson, rise to 
greet the oratorical climaxes of the 
speaker -with proper applause and 
ttag waving, and then sincerely hope 
he will close in time to let them see 
the first inning of the ball game. 

All Songs ‘Seund Alike. 


It takes’ @ifferénces to arouse pas-_ 


sions, and the differences are want- 
ing. So. without a protest a Demo- 
eratic convention let a band recruited 
from a younger generation, to whom 
sll war songs sound alike, play a long 
dist of Union war songs, and the 


crowd even joined in singing “John | 


Brown's Body.” Doubtless in the 
.cehorus that swelied from the young 
throats many voices sang “We'll 
Hang Jeff Davis on a Sour Apple 
Tree,’ but so mild and angelic is this 
eherubic convention that it would not 
complain.

him, name him.” Neither did the key- 
noter have apy unkind words for the 
Bull Moosers in general. He made a 
speech for preparedness and a strong 
foreign policy that was clearly ad 
dressed to the Progressives. But it 
was so adroitly worded that it pleased 
Bryan. 

Bryan came into the convention 
wearing a reporter’s badge, amid a 
storm of cheers, but curiously enough. 
not so loud nor so long a storm as 
greeted him in the Bull Moose. con- 
vention last week. And among the 
reporters sat Bryan, his fine baid head 
looming up like the helmet of Navarre, 
and he nodded it in approval of the 
peace claims of Glynn. 

Bryan was something more in the 
convention that a bystander. This 
is the first Democratic convention 
since 1896 that has not been dominated 
by Bryan as a delegate or as a candi- 
date, It will be rather unusual if a 
convention of a party which he has led 
for twenty years shall sit beside him 
coldly and callous to his opinions. 

Bryan Beckons Moose. 

Bryan is doing all in his power to 
open the door wide for the Prog¢es- 
sives. But his ‘power seems at the 
moment rather unimportant, for this 
is essentially a Wilson convention, 
even though its outward manifestation 
of loyalty to the president is well un- 
der control. But it must be remem- 
bered that President Wilson himself 
is no rabble rouser and his tempera- 
meat is reflected in his party’s conven- 
tion. Hence the obvious repression of 
its natural emotions and its air of de- 
tachment from the universe save at the 
point where matter touched the ball 
gaine.

IN PENITENTIARY 


W. |. Mullins Acquitted. 
Other Court News. 


Dr. Emmett A. Matthews, for- 
mer cashier of the Clanton Bank, 
which institution went into the 
hands of the State Banking De- 
partment on April 11th, last, was 
convicted in the Circuit Court last 
week on twoof thethirteen indict- 
ments returned against him at this 
term of the court in connection 
with the Clanton Bank failtire, and 
sentenced to serve nine years in 
the State penitentiary, three years 
in one case and six years in the 
other. The first case was called 
Wednesday morning, and the in- 
dictment read, “Receiving money 
after bank failure.” 

The jury was selected from a 
venire of forty-eight men, and the 
twelve men who were to decide 
the guilt or innocence of the de- 
fendant took their places in the 
jury box. 

Alex E. Walker, State Superin- 
tendent of Banks, was tne first 
witness called by Solicitor Tate for 
the State. 
on the stand for several hours. 
Correspondence between the wit- 
ness and _ bank officials was read ! 
to the jury by Solicitor Tate. Wit- 
ness testified that his instructious 
as to the management of the bank 
had not been fully carried out. 
Mr, Walker was especially - ques- 
tioned as to the Chilton Fertilizer 
Company notes and the dealings 
of that company and the bank. 

Following Mr. Walker, Messrs. 
Griffin and Walker, State Bank 
Examiners, took the stand and 
each corroborated Mr. Walker’s 
testimony as to the condition of 
the bank at the time it was closed. 

Dr. Matthews called and was on 
the stand for more than an hour 
testifying as to the condition of 
the bank’s affairs. . 

Mr. Philip O. Barrett, assistant 
cashier, was next called and was 
examined in detail as to the insti- 
tution’s affairs. At six o'clock 
court took an adjournment until 
8:30 Thursday morning. 

On re-convening, Dr. Matthews 
was called to the stand for the 
second time by Mr, Tate and for 
more than two hours witness was 
put through a gruelling examina- 
tion. 

W. I. Mullins, president, and 
members of the defunct. bank’s 
directorate testified, and at eleven 
o'clock the evidence was all in and 
the State and defense rested. 

Solicitor Tate delivered the 
opening argument for the State, 
and in an able and eloquent man- 
ner, presented the Sfate’s side of 
the case. He was followed by 


AttoFheys Currv and Walker, who 


made a strong plea for their client. 

The jury, after deliberating for 
several hours, returned .a verdict 
of guilty andimposed a sentence 


- Of three years in the penitentiary. 


Infmediately the second case 
against Dr. Matthews was called, 
that of omitting’ entries wilfully. 
Ir this case not a witness was 
Dlaced upon the stand by the de- 
fense and Judge Alston gave the 
affirmative charge to the jury; 
the verdict rendered was guilty 
and a Sentence of six years in the 
penitentiary was imposed by the 
court and the defendant ordered 
placed in the hands of the Sheriff 

Dr. Matthews, through his at- 
tornéys, gave notice of appeal, but 
later the ‘appeal was dismissed, 
and the defendant placed: in_ the 
hands’of Sheriff Harris, ‘and is to 


be taken'to Wetumpka this week.

4:30 o’clock the jury filed into the 
court room, and returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty.

I have known renters 
who did not hesitate to build a wood- 
en silo, when they only had a two 
year lease on a farm. Where one can, 
and where one is permanently ‘situat- 
ed, it is best to build a permanent 
silo, but ene can build inexpensive 
wooden hoop silos that will give splen-.

Silage will not keep where the air 
gets to it. However, where air is ab

Well, it looks like at last we are to 
have a Rural Credits system. 

The present plans, néw being “con- 
ferred” on in Congress, are based ‘in 
part on the German system. The Ger- 
man system was established a century 
ago. ‘It has enabled German farmers 
to borrow money at a low rate of in- 
terest and with this money to build up 
their farms, stock them with livestock 
and establish themselves on a perma- 
nent basis. The German system, of 
course, gives the farmers a good lonz 
time in which to pay back the princt- 
pal. Rural credits for German farm- 
ers has been one of the main factors 
in making Germany such a compact 
and self-sustaining nation. German ef- 
ficiency and the German industrial and 
military systems have as their foun- 
dation the best agricultural system of 
any country. Those who talk of Ger- 
man farmers being “oppressed” evi- 
dently do not know that the German 
farmer gets money at four per cent, 
No man can be very much “oppressed”’ 
who can get money at four per cent. 

The chief difference between out 
rural credits system to-be and the one 
in Germany is that here the govern- 
ment will put up the money. This is 
known by the politicians as “paternal: 
ism,” but “paternalism” may be made 
a very beneficial thing if it is pased on 
business principles and applied in a 
business-like way. The government 
will put up the money that the farmers 
will borrow, it being handled by twelve 
land banks established in various parts 
of the country. The money itself will 
go through local associations direct to 
the farmers. The farmers will get the 
money at about six per cent. This 
isn’t as low interest as charged in Ger- 
many, but it is satisfactory. The time 
limit on paying back the principal 
will be thirty-six years. The man who 
can’t pay the money back in thirty-six 
years had better quit farming and get 


him a job somewhere.

Inipreasive Statemént 

Here is an impressive statement of 
fact about railway wages that ought 
fot to escape attention. There were 
a total of 37,873 employes classified 
as switch: tenders, crossing tenders, 
and watchmen. These were receiv- 
ing in 1912 an average of $1.70 per 
day, which was actually 6 cents a 
day less than they had been receiv- 


At that time there were 48,201 con- 
ductors with whom the statistics 
dealt. The conductors, therefore, 
were only a ‘slightly more numer- 
ous class than the tenders and watch- 
men; yet, while the conductors had 
had their wages raised from $3.38 to 
$4.29 per day, the less fortunate 
class of tenders and watchmen had 
to stand a reduction from $1.76 to 
$1.70 per day. 

If the cost of living has been stead- 
ily advancing for conductors, so as to 
justify an increase of 27 per cent in 
their wages, it seems difficult to ex- 
plain why that seme cost of living 
should have fallen ‘sufficiently to war- 
rant a decrease of 3 per cent in the 
wages of switch tenders, crossing 
tenders, and watchmen. 

Take the single classification of 
general office clerks. There were 
87,106 of these according to the of- 
ficial report. A much larger number 
than of either engineers, firemen, or 
conductors. 

These general office clerks were 
paid an average of $2.21 per day in 
1903, and of $2.50 in 1912; an in- 
crease of only 13 per cent in the ten- 
year period. 

General office clerks, without ex- 
ception, are compelled «to live in 
cities, where cost of living is high. 

Engineers Better. Off 

Engineers, on the other hand, are 
distributed between large towns and 
small towns; on the average, their 


living circumstances ought. to make |: 


their expenses average considerably 
less than those of office clerks, yet 
the statistics show that engineers 
have received in the ten-year period 
an increase of 24 per cent in thelr 
wages, making them average exactly 
$5 per day, while general office 
clerks have received an increase of 
only 18 per cent, making them aver 
age $2.50 per day. 

One of the worst underpaid classi- 
fications of railway employes is that 
of the station agents. There are just 
about 40,000 of these in the country, 
or nearly as many as the number of 
conductors. 

In 1903 station agents averaged 
$1.80 a day, and in 1912 they had 
been raised to only $2.20 a day, while 
in that same time condectors had 
advanced from $3.38 to $4.20. 

That is, the station agent in 1512 
was getting just about half the wages 
of the conductor, and in ten years he 
had had an average increase of 17 
per cent, while the conductor's ini- 
crease had been 27 per cent. 

Here are two of the most numer- 
ous classes: of railway employes: 
Trainmen,. other than engineers, 
firemen, and conductors, numbered 
136,809, while trackmen numbered 
337,451. The statistics show that the 
trackmen were getting in 1903 an 
‘average of $1.31 per day, and in 1912 
an average of $1.50 per day, an in- 
crease of 14 per cent. 

What Others Got 

On the other hand, the classifica- 
tion of other trainmen was getting in 
1903 $2.17 per day, and in 1912, $2.96 
per day, an increase of 36 per cent. 
In percentage, this is the largest ad- 
vance received by any single class of 
railway employes during this decade. 

A general survey of wage condi- 
tions in the railway service and in 
other industries, it is believed, would 
show that in the last fifteen years 
the highly organized and favored 
classes of railway wage earners have 
had their incomes increased more 
than almost any other class of work- 
ers in the country, while the much 
more numerous, but less effectively 
organized classes of railway workers 
have probably received rather less 
increases than other industrial work- 
ers in general. 

In view of the strong feeling that 
these most fortunate classes of the 
railway employes are now making 
excessive and unreasonable demands, 
attention is now being called as 
never before to these general dis- 
crepancies. There is a strong dis- 
position to inaugurate a general and 
sweeping inivestigation of the whole 
question of railway wages with a 
view to establishing some sort of pub- 
lic regulation not unlike that already 
applied to railroad rates, in the in- 
terest. of employes and public alike. 
Meanwhile, there is a marked indis- 
position to extend further favors to 
those classes already most highly 
favored, at the expense of other 
Classes of employes who appear to be 
getting very low wages. ~

There will be submitted to the quali- 
fied voters of the state at the general 
election in November an amendment 
to the Constitution of the state for the 
purpose of authorizing the several 
counties of the state to, levy and col- 
lect a special tax for school purposes.

railway labor disputes and are dis 
posed to think that such troubles are 
remote from them and cannot touch 
them directly. In the pending ques 
tion between the Brotherheods 0! 
freight trainmen and the railways 0! 
the country the railways evidently 
are making special effort to inform 
the farmers on the points involvec 
and to enlist their attention. 

It is argued by the railroad man 
; ‘agers that the final disposition of the 
{ dispute will be made by public senti 
; ment. They reason that the farmer 
when it comes. to & final “show: 
down,” really controls not only the 
political power—but the sentiment ol 
nearly all the states. Therefore, they 
are trying to appeal to his horse 
sense. They are sending out a good 
deal of literature directed especially 
‘to the farmers—probably the first 
time such a course has been taken 
in any great labor struggle. They 
say they are convinced of the gene 
ral public’s confidence in the horse 
sense, the insight and the fairness of 
the American farmer, and that, there- 
fore, his influence must be péwerful. 


' _ High Wages Now Paid 


They are dwelling especially on the 
argument that the freight trainmen 
already are the highest paid laborers 
in the world. They submit figures to 
show that in many instances freight 
train employees earn from $75.00 a 

1 month for the trainmen, or “brake: 
man” as they used to be called, to 
$250.00 a month for engineers, work- 
inig from 22 to 25 days 4 month. 
They are asking farmers to inquire 
into the facts and convince them- 
selves that most of the talk of ex: 
cessive hours of labor on railways Is 
empty and contradicted by the facts. 
More than sixteen hours of continu- 
ous work in railway service is for- 
bidden by law. The instances of 
men kept on duty so long as sixeen 
hours are a very small fractional per: 
centage of the total employment; 
they become less every year, and al- 
most invariably are due to accident 
er some: unusual weather conditions. 

The managers of the railway com: 
panies point out that the farmer hin 
self accustomed to from twelve tc 
fourteen hours a day of steady work 
rarely earns in a year as much cash 
money as a trainman on duty from 
ten to twelve hours, and never con- 
tinuously at work, can earn, resting 
from labor from one-fourth to one

Sow 
one bushel of seed per acre broad- 
cast -and alone, or one to two 
pecks broadcast mixed with nearly 
{he usual amount of a very. early 
variety of cowpeas. 

Sudan grass also makes quickly 
sufficient growth for hay, and 
sown as late as July 17 on poor 
land at Auburn is afforded one 
cutting of hay.

THE CONSTITUTION AND 
SCHOOL AMENDMENT 


The Constitution of Alabama 
declares, “All political power is 
inherent in the people and all 
free goverments are fonnded on 
their authority and for their bene- 
Therefore, they have at all 
times an infallible and ind efeasible |}. 
right to change their government 
as they deem expedient. 

Provision was made by the fra- 
mers of the Constitution for the 
changing of it as will appear from 
a reading of Sections 286 and 287. 
Those who think that our funda- 
mental law is sacred, in the sense 
that it should never be changed at 
all, do not need to be disturbed 
by the Educational Amendment to 
be voted on.in November, 1916, 
for it in no way interferes or alters 
and act or section of our present 
document. It merely adds Article 
XIX, which only operates to _per- 
mit anv county in the State that 
may desire it to later determine 
‘by vote of its qualified electors,

TRIP TO NORTH CHINA 


While I am sailing over the briny 


I left Canton June 13th, by train to 
Kong Kong on my way to Chefoo in 
Shangtung province, North China. On 
June 14th I sailed from Hong Kong on

It is not possible to get the 
{mum profits from ‘hogs ‘that “sre {n- 
fested with lice. Lice are blood- suck- 
ing parasites and when numerous ! 
cause marked unthriftiness, resulting 
frequently in death in the case of 
small pigs. The loss of bleod and the 
annoyance incident to the presence ¢ of 
the parasites prevent the hogs “trom 
making as much gain on & given | 
amount of food as they should. 5 

Fortunately lice are not hard to 
destroy. The nits or eggs are laid on 
the animal and attached to the hair 
near the skin. Lice frequently “get 
off of the hogs and stay for some time 
in beds of trash, and leaves and then 
get back onto the same or some other 
hog, but they do not reproduce ex- 
cept on the avimals. If the lice on 
the hogs are killed every 10 days or 
two weeks, no young ones will be 
permitted to grow large ‘enoght to 
jay more nits. The larger ones that 
have gotten off in the bedding -may? 
be destroyed by burning the bedding 
or they may get back on the hogs 
and be killed at the next regular 
treatment of the hogs or they may 
starve to death. 

There are a number of remedies 
that are very effective in the destruc- 
tion of lice. Among the most com- 
monly used are the coal-tar products 
as creolin, kreso dip, etc. If these 
are diluted according to directions and 
used in a dipping vat or the hogs aré 
washed or sprayed with them, good 
results are secured. .Any drug atore 
can supply these preuducts. 

Crude oil is cheaper than the coal- 
tar products and probably more satis- 
factory in its results, as it laste long- 
er and gives a good appearance to 
the hair and skin. if a dipping vat is 
filled with water and the water cov- 
ered an inch or moré with crude ofl, 
it makes an ideal dip for hog lice. 
Crude oil can also be used as a spray 
or a wash, or on a rubbing post. 
Wrap an old sack about a post and | 
keep it wet with the oil. When hogs | 
are sprayed they should be closely 
hurdled together to prevent waste of 
the spray solution. 

Kerosene emulsion is another “stan- 
dard remedy for lice. Dissolve a bar 
of laundry soap in a gallon of hot 
water. Churn thoroughly until the 
kerosene will not separate out when 
allowed to stand. Then add _ three 
more gallons of hot water and mix 
thoroughly. This makes five gallons 
ready for use. It may be used as 
directed for the coal-tar products. 

Pure perosene is frequently used 
as a remedy for lice, but it is rather 
strong and is sometimes injurious to 
young pigs. 

The arsenical dip used to kill cat- 
tle ticks is not effective for the des 
truction of hog lice. oe 


FODDER — PULLING 
DOES NOT PAY

The old. Southern way of pulling 
fodder is a very expensive method of 
procuring feed. In calculating the 
cost of fodder, the labor is too often 
the only cost counted. Indeed the 
labor required td save fodder consti- 
tutes a big item of expense, but it 
should ‘also be remembered that the 
yield of corn is reduced materially. 

The corn leaf is a factory in which 
the raw material obtained from the 
soil and from the air is manufactured 
into starch, fat, protein, etc. These 
substances which must be taken into 
the grain and stored there. The grain 
cannot grow unless it gets its food 
from the leaf. If the leaf is removed 
before it has quit feeding the grain, 
the yield of corn will be reduced.

All over the West 
you may find the poem pinned on walls 
and pasted in scrapbooks. It hangs in 
the office of the secretary of the in- 
terior at Washington. It has been 
quoted several times on the floor of 
the house of representatives and may 
be dug out of the files of the Congres- 
sional Record. At least two governors 
—Arthur Capper of Kansas and John 
B. Kendrick of Wyoming—have used 
‘Out Where the West Begins’ as cam- 
paign material. High school boys de- 
claim it when they are graduated, and 
elocutionists fling it at the head of 
their. audiences. Enterprising firms 
have got it out on their advertising as 
souvenirs. You may pick it up on 
postal cards at curio stores and find it 
on sofa pillows and birch bark orna- 
ments. 


Good Work of Federal Bureau. 

The bureau of plant industry has 
been investigating the maize grown by 
various tribes of American Indians, 
with a view to obtaining breeding ma- 
terial for the improvement of commer- 
cial strains. Thirty varieties have 
been studied, and it appears that they 
include many adaptations, the value 
of which had been previously over: 
looked. The Assiniboine and Mandan 
tribes have both sweet and field va- 
rieties that are earlier than the com- 
mercial varieties. Others, particular- 
ly the Omaha and Otoe tribes, have 
varieties showing a remarkable de- 
velopment of slender, leafy stalks suit- 
able for forage.

ROUND ABOUT THE WORLD 


A_ Condensed ancora of Happenings 
of Interest From All Points 
of the World. 
European War 

The Russians in Wolhynia, in the 
region of the Stokhod river, have 
forced the Germans to give further 
ground before their advance. 

In the fighting between the Ger- 
mans and the Russians in Volhynia the 

men at: various points met in hand-to- 
hand combats. 

Berlin says that the _withdrawal 
from the Stokhod curve had been con- 
templated for: some time, and was 
made without interruption by the Rus- 
sians. 

The Russians claim an advance for 
the Russians near Brody and in Ga 
licia. : 

Driving forward at two points less 
than sixty miles apart, Russian forces 
captured Brody in Galicia and have 
broken the Austro-German first lines 
west of Lutsk in Volhynia. In addi- 
tion. the Russians have, taken 9,000 
prisoners and 46 guns. 

Servian forces have begun an of: 
fensive against the Bulgarians in 
Greece. The Servians have occupied 
a series of heights and are maintain: 
ing their position despite the artil 
lery fire and counter attacks of the 
Bulgarians. 

Capt, Charles Fryatt of. the Great 
‘Hastern railway steamship Brussels, 
which vessel was captured by German 
destroyers, has been executed before 
a German naval courtmartial at Ber- 
lin, He was charged with an at 
tempt to ram a German submarine. 


Turkey has placed a force of Otto- 
man troops at the disposition of the 
central powers for service in Europe. 
These troops are now in transit 
through the Balkans. 

A British biplane was shot down by 
a German submarine at a point north 
of Zeebrugge, Belgium, one of the 
most remarkable feats of the war. 

In the Volhynia district, notwith- 
standing the severity of the German 
fire, the Russians scent their troops 
across the Slonevke river. Many pris- 
oners were taken by the Russians in 
this region. 

Petrograd says that the Russian cav: 
alry has thrown back every Austrian 
attack in the Carpathian passes. 

The Turks in Armenia are. fleeing 
before the Russians. The Turks, Pe. 
trograd says, are leaving guns and 
munitions along the roads. 

The kaisef says it is a “privilege” 
to fight the British, and regrets ex: 
ceeding that he is not allowed to go 
in the trenches and himself lead the 
German patriots. 

The village of Pozieres, which is 
described as a “death trap,” is still 
held by the British, notwithstanding 
repeated attempts of the Germaks to 
regain possession of the village. 

Cossack detachments succeeded in 
crossing into Hungary on July 14, cre 
ating a panic through the frontier 
towns and villages and ‘causing thou- 
sands of refugees to swarm down on 
to the plains, says a Budapest dis- 
patch.

THE TREASON OF 1906 


Washington, July 29.—In 1912 
the Bull Moose Party polled 4,119, 
538 votes in the race for Presi- 
dent of the United States, against 
3,484,680 votes for the regular Re- 
When we recall 
that the aggregate popular vote 
cast for Abraham Lincoln 
‘two races for President—1860 and 

1864—amounted to but 4,080,017,

The Democrats. and the opposi- 
tian had each; unknown to the 
owor, seleeted the 12th as their 
rally day; so when it was framed 
out. that.each desired the day, 
the Domocrats offered to join 
with the opposition in a division 
oftime. This would have been 
fairer and more interesting to all 
capeerned.but it did nat appeal to 
the opposition leaders. However, 
rumors of their willingness to en- 
gage us persisted until they were 
called. -Failing to have a division 
of the term, the Democrats and 
Jndependents put their meeting 
off until the afternoon. 

To the informed person, some 
of the opposition speakers’ state- 
ments are rather amusing. Of 
course Mr. Long scored the Na- 
tional administration for reversing 
itself on the Canal Tolls Bill, but 
certainly he failed to tell his 
friends about Mr. Hughes revers- 
ing himself over night on Woman 
Suffrage. His platform says the 
question properly belougs to .the 
State, bnt Mr. Hughes’ hysteria 
for a few. votes tells the women, 
he favors a National Amendment.

Although the voters of Alabama 
will be called upon in the November 
election to say whether or not the 
State Legislature shall be convened 
biennially instead of quadrennially, 
few persons know this matter will be 
submitted and no plans are being 
made for the submissjon of the issue 
to the people. The amendment was 
authorized by the Legislature during 
the closing days of the 1915 session 
last September.

Depositors in the Jefferson County 
Savings Bank received an additional 
dividend of 20 per cent on August 15.

HARD TIMES 


Editor Press—I metan old frienda 
few days ago who was complaining of 
hard times. 1 think he intended to lay 
the blame at the door of the present 
administration at Washington. I sup- 
pose he had heard some one say they 
were at fault. I told him that corn was 
worth $1.00a bushel, meat 16 or 18 
cents per pound, and other country 
produce was selling at equally high 
prices. A melon dealer in Birmingham 
wrote me he had never seen melons in 
such demand—selling at high prices. 

It may be hard times with my old 
friend, but the trouble is not at Wash- 
ington. It lies at his own door. He 
produces too little in proportion to 
what he consumes. A great many of 
us are guilty of the same fault—we are 
non-producers. We may be energetic 
enough—we may work like Turks, but 
we fail to get results. It does not mat- 
ter how flush money may be, or what 
demand there may be for produce; the 
tarmer who has nothing to sell will al- 
ways see “hard times.” 

ne of the oldest shoe houses in 
Birmingham gives out the statement 
that during May their sales eclipsed 
anything they have ever had for that 
month. 

If it is ‘hard times” in this year of 
our Lord 1916, the cause most probably 
lies at our own door.

state could have the privilege to 
vote at any. future date any amount 
of taxes upon its self for school pur- 
poses not to exceed 30 cents on each 
$100.00 worth of taxable property. 

You are aware that Chilton county 
has been collecting a one mill special 
school tax for the past ten years. We 
voted this upon the county in Feb- 
ruary 1906, by a vote of 420 for it 
and 174 against it. We voted it upon 
the county the second time in June 
1912 by a vote of 737 for it and 52 
against it. This clearly shows that it 
almost unanimously met the voters 
approval. If the educational amend- 
ment is adopted, any county can 
continue this same system of taxa- 
tion to three more mills if it wishes. 

The opposition to this question is 
generally based upon one or all of 
the three , following misunderstand- 
ings: First, many people think that 
it is a matter of more taxes at this 
great financial depression. Second, 
they do not know just how much it 
might increase their taxes in the fu- 
ture. Third, they fail to understand 
how any money collected under this 
law might be expended.

Russia. Napoleon was crushed 
first at Leipsic and last and finally 
at Waterloo, but he would have 
remained triumphant, he would 
have kept the French Empire to- 
gether and he would have fulfilled 
his dream of a Napoleonic dynas- 
ty, if he would have listened to the 


that disastrous Russian campaign. 
When his Grand Army was de- 
stroyed more by frost and priva- 
tion: than by the enemy, and when 
Napoleon flied back to Paris, his 
ultimate fall was decreed. 

The fatal mistake of Roosevelt 
was made in bolting the Republi- 
can nomination in 1912.. His cam- 
paign for that nomination was the 
most spectacular in American his- 
tory, and he narrowly escaped 
winning the prize. Then he turn- 
ed and destroved the party which 
had done so much for him. It 
was the unforgivable sin; the Re- 
publicans in the trenehes will 
never live long enough to forgive 
him. 

If Roosevelt had accepted the’ 
decision at the Chicago Conven- 
tion, if he had tried to restrain 
the bolt, and if he had let some 
one else lead the bolters, there 
would have been been but one 
name mentioned for the Republi- 
can nomination in 1916—the name 
of Theodore Roosevelt. But he 
shared the fate ot Samson. who 
pulled down the temple. 

Nor would Roosevelt win under 
conditions as thev exist today, ev- 
en if he had the Republican nomi- 
nation. He would, of a certainty, 
have done better than Hughes in 
the West, but Wilson would have 
been elected by the usual pivotal 
States. The influences which ¢ar- 
ried New-York, New Jersey, Con- 
neticut and Indiana, hate Roose- 
velt worse than they hate Wilson.

- Of the 156 girls and 55: women 
‘enrolled only eight failed to plant 
their seed and make some effort 
to carry out their pledge on en- 
rollment card. | 

On account of the early dry: 
weather and then the continuous 
rains in mid-summer, many had 
no results from their labor, but 
108 record books were returned. 
The girls canned 4,753 cofitainers 
of tomatoes in tin and glass. 

In the homes of these girls there 
were 4,935 containers of fruits, 
vegetables, preserves, pickles, 
etc, canned and retained in their 
homes for winter use. 

‘One scholarship to the short 
course in Montevallo was awarded 
to Miss Ruby Sutley, Jemison, for 
the largest amount realized: from 
one-tenth acre, her profit being 
$49.93. Her tomatoes being sold 
on the market in Birmingham. 

Miss Icie Dupriest followed with 
a close second and gets a scholar- 
ship also. The value of her can- 
ned products, after deducting all 
expenses, being $48.16. 

Annie Davis is third with a re- 
cord of $31.74. 

While the results as a whole 
are not.so large, yet they are ex- 
cellent with conditions as_ they 
were in the county.

Alabama has faced a great crisis 
and has met it with undaunted 
courage and determination. When 
the voters of the State polled 
their opinions on Tuesday, No- 
vember 7th, with reference to 
better schools, they answered the 
critics of Alabama in no unmis- 

oe takable way. When it was ascer- 
tained that the Amendment had 


i: , carried by a majority of 21,630, it 
i: was at once heralded as the op- 
er portunity for progress and ad- 
? vancement. This majority serves 
3 notice to the world that Alabama 
; had suffered sufficiently under 
ta the humiliation of a poor school 
. system, and that from now on ev- 
' ery chance to better school condi-

tions and eradicate illiteracy would 
be grasped by its citizenship. 

The analysis of the vote on the 
Amendment is.interesting. Forty- 
nine,counties voted favorably on 
the measure, leaving only eigh- 
teen counties voting adversely. 
The majorities against the Amend- 
ment were mostly small, the low- 
} est being 21 in Henry county. 

A striking feature was the fact 
that 15 Black Belt counties which 
may not care to vote a tax, with 
one exception, voted in favor. of 
it, their plurality being 5,942. The 
ce three large counties, Jefferson, 
A Montgomery and Mobile, gave a 
ba total majority in favor of the 
\ \y measure of 10,810. After sub- 
aa): i tracting the majorities in these 
ie three counties, the Amendment 
ry still carried by 10,820.

By? Belt, it was found that the meas- 
ure was adopted by 6,788 votes.

| Market Cotton Gradually. 


The question of whether or not 
he should hold his cotton for a 
better price is one that confronts 
the cotton farmer every year. It 
is a question to which no off-hand 
answer can be given, but one 
which each farmer must arswer 
for himself from a consideration 
of ‘his own needs and circumstanc- 
esas well as market conditions 
and probabilities. 

_ Normally the man who sells his 
cotton as fast as it is ginned gets 
less for it thanthe man who holds. 
The average price of cotton for 
any term of years will be found to 
be lower during the three months 
of October, November and Decem- 
ber than during anv other three 
months of the year. During those 
three months, too, most of the cot- 
ton leaves the hands of the grow- 
ers. ; 

It costs something to hold cot- 
ton, to be sure, but the cost is not 
great. A good many bales of cot- 
ton will go in a rather small sbel- 
ter and, properly stored, there is 
no reason for any decline in qual- 
ity. Insurance charges will not 
amount to a great deal. The 
greatest cost in most cases will be 
the lossof the interest on the 
money that is’tied up in the cot- 
ton. 

In the past this has been a seri- 
ous consideration with manv far- 
mers, for often the farmer “just 
had to have” some money and had 
no way to get it except by selling 
his cotton. Recent national and 
state warehouse laws, together 
with better credit facilities, will 
make it easier each year for the 
farmer to store his cotton and get 
money'on it when he feels that it 
will be to his interest to hold. it. 

The reason for the low prices 
of the fall months is, of course, 
the fact that the most of the crop 
is pushed on the market at that 
time. There is always a large num- 
ber of cottod growers who have 
to sell as soon as the crop is ready, 
and many others do the same thing 
from habit. There can be little 
doubt that if less cotton should be} 


sold before the first of January] — 


each year the fall prices would be 
higher and the total amount re- 
ceived for the crop considerably 
larger.” 

Taking all these things into con- 
sideration, it seems safe to say 
that the farmer should make it a. 
rule to market his cotton gradu- 
aily, to sell only,such part of it in 
the fall as may be necessary... to 
meet urge ent expenses and then.to 
market the-rest of his crop from 
time to time as prices invite him. {- 
In case the price is certainly lower 
in the fall than the size of the crop 
and the demand for it will justify, 
he may well store his cotton mas 
borrow money on it, -

The Greek government has. accepted 
the ultimatum presented by the en- 
tente allies. : 

The allied powers have made de- 
mands for reparation for the events 
of December 1 and 2, when fighting 
took place between entente landing 
forces and Greek troops, but. the for- 
mula of the demands has not been 
announced. 

In the Austro-Italian theater only 
artillery engagements are reported. 

The Hungarian and German troops 
fighting on the center of thé line in 
Roumania have emerged from the 


‘swamp lands of Jalomitza river and 


made a crossing of the stream near 
Recenau, about midway between Buch- 
arest and the important railroad june- 
tion town of Buzeu. 

The Roumanian attacks which have 
held the Ploechti region have been 
broken, according to German reports. 

In the fighting in the eastern Car. 
pathians and along the Moldavian 
front, all the Russian attacks have 
been repulsed, says the Berlin war 
office. 

French troops have again made an 
effective thrust in the Verdun region, 
driving the troops of the crown prince 
back over two miles and capturing 
over seveniy-five hundred prisoners, 
together with many guns and muni- 
tions of war. 

It is stated that all: Greek troops 
with be withdrawn froth Thessaly, and 
only a certain number of Greek sol- 
diers will be concentrated in Polopon- 
nessus. 

Fighting is in progress between the 
Greek regular troops and the French. 
This is the report sent out from Ber- 
lin, and the report further says the 
fighting is taking place north of Kat- 
‘erina, about 60 miles southwest of Sal- 
oniki, 

Russian iroops captured a line of 
Teutonic trenches on the heights to 
the south of Agusualia in the region 
of the Trotus valley of Roumania. 

Considerable heavy fighting is re- 
ported in the Cerna river region of

Ten Thousand Tons of Beans 


Butler county, according to the 
Greenville Advocate, Made 10,000 
tons of velvet beans this year. 
They brought an average of $15 
per ton and that has distributed a 
great deal of money among the 
farmers of that county, which 
they would not have had as the 
cotton crop was a filure. 

The $150,000 that they got for 
the beans represents only about 
half of what the crop was worth. 
The pickings in the field, left over 
for the hogs and cattle, was worth 
as much or more than the 10,000 
tons gathéted. There was the fer- 
tilization that was gathered from 
the air, making the land that grew 
the jbeans worth many dollars 
and puttingpit in fine fix for the 
growing 6f better crogs next year. 

The velvet bean indystry is just 
in its infancy in this state, and 
next year nearly every acre of 
corn that is planted south of Mont- 
gomery. will contain beans, with 
the result that south Alabama will 
become one of the greatest stock 
growing sections of the world. it 
is only a question of time, owing 
to the cultivation of velvet beans, °

Sale of Seals for Benefit of Victims of 
Tuberculosis Sweeping Nation as 
Never Before—Alabama Work- 
ers Enthusiastic. 


Few people have any conception of 
the magnitude of the Red Cross 
Christmas Seal campaign. Here are a 
few figures that will show what a 
gigantic movement this is. Already 
225,000,000 seals have been printed 
and practically that entire number dis- 

tributed to agents in every state and 


territory of the Union from Alaska / 


in the north to the Canal Zone in the 
south and from Porto Rico in the east 
to Hawaii in the west. Advertising

ious tuberculosis!

' The cattle quarantine has been rais- 
‘ed from more than thirty-one thousand 
square miles of territory in the South, 
which has been freed from'‘the cattle 
tick during the last fiscal year. The 
‘annual report of the bureau of animal 
‘industry,. just made public, says the 
jactivities of the bureau in the tick- 
‘freed areas resulted in the introduc- 
‘tion of hundreds of pure-bred beef and 
dairy cattle. Hog raising in ~ the 
‘South also was increased by ‘the bu- 
reau’s activities. 

' Officers of the Georgia infantry on 
‘the international border were much 
iworried by telegrams from home ask- 
ling about a reported epidemic of men-. 
dngitis and the rumor that the Geor- 
gia infantry had been quarantined. In 
reply they state there is no epidemic 
among the Georgia troops, but on ac- 
count of three cases of meningitis, 
the three companies in which the 
cases were found have been quaran- 
rtined, and that is all. The other com- 
ipanies are as free as the birds. 

Atlanta had a $210,000 fire December 
20. The J. P. Allen building was to-
